THE RECENT announcement of a new British loan 
of $300,000,000 lends interest to a statement just issued 
by the Treasury Bureau of Statistics regarding the na- 
tional debts of the world. This statement shows in brief 
that the national debts of the world aggregated more 
than $30,000,000,000 at the close of the nineteenth 
century, or ten times as much as in the closing years of 
the eighteenth century. 








THE point of view makes considerable difference.

His successor, 
confident of a sympathetic ear from one who knew the 
wants of the aforesaid department, made a requisition 
for increased funds, and was answered thusly: “It 
seems to me,” said the new disburser, “you have money 
enough if you would only economize.” It’s strange 
how the point of view changes. 








Tue Unirep States stands in the fiscal year 1901 
clearly and unquestionably at the head of the world’s 
list of exporting nations, her average monthly expor- 
tations for the nine months ending with March, 1901, 
being $124,497,853, while those of the United King- 
dom, her closest competitor, were $117,816,246 per 
month during the same period; those of Germany, the 
next largest exporter, $87,551,000 per month during the 
12 months ending with December, 1900; France, $56,- 
467,000 ; Russia, $29,550,000 per month; British India, 
$26,747,000 per month; Austria-Hungary, $25,753,255 
per month ; Belgium, $23,563,000 per month, and Italy, 
$20,518,000 per month. 
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THE TALK of an international alliance against the 
United States with the purpose of repressing her ex- 
port trade seems unlikely to cause serious anxiety if 
considered in the light of recent commercial history.

islation was had. 
with reference to American fruits. 


was had, and this was followed by increase of duties 
in certain European countries against the classes of 
breadstuffs of which the United States is a large pro- 
ducer and exporter. Our dairy products have also been 
the subject of more or less attention from Europeans 
who had looked askance at oleomargarine butter and 
filled cheese. The sugar legislation and laws of the 
United States have furnished a basis for certain re- 
strictive regulations with reference to certain products 
of our manufactories, and the war with Spain was 
looked upon by many as likely to practically destroy 
the commerce between that country and the United 
States. 

What has been the result of all this commercial 
friction, commercial hostility, and of those national 
and international combinations against American com- 
merce? ‘To answer in a word: a steady increase of 
American exports to the countries in question and in 
many cases a decrease of American imports from those 
countries:

I was talking with a friend of mine on the topic 
of the retailer and the catalogue house the other day. 
He said: “Do you know what the great advantage of 
the catalogue house is over the retailer? Paradoxical as 
it may seem, it is their distance. Has it not seemed 
strange to you that the big Chicago catalogue houses 
make it a rule never to sell to Chicago citizens? They 
allege various reasons for this course, but, in my mind, 
the real reason is that they cannot handle this class of 
trade with a profit with their methods. 

Time and time again the following little com- 
mercial comedy has been enacted. John Jones, of Po- 
dunk, has ordered a buggy from one of these supply 
houses, at wonderfully low prices, and the buggy, being 
a cheap affair, has broken down. John Jones writes in 
and kicks. Then the hot air department of the supply 
house gets in its work, and John Jones is written as fol- 
lows: “We are very glad you wrote us about the de- 
fective buggy we sent you. We have looked the matter 
up and find that, owing to a change of inspectors at our 
carriage factory, your buggy was not properly inspected, 
and we have called them down good and hard for their 
carelessness. We are sending you, prepaid, a new buggy, 
guaranteed for one year, and in case anything happens 
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to same within that time, we will replace same again. 
We appreciate your trade, and hope you will overlook 
this piece of carelessness on the part of our carriage 
factory.” Well, John Jones ships back the wrecked 
buggy and gets a new one. If his new buggy breaks 
down, the chances are that a natural diffidence will pre- 
vent his sending on for a third buggy. 

Here is the thing in a nutshell: This firm figures 
that a certain number of buyers of their buggies will 
kick and get new ones, but they run chances—that is all 
They know that pride will keep the man buying their 
buggy from letting their local dealer and his neighbors 
know how bad a bargain he got, and as they are several 
hundred miles away, they can shoot bunches of hot air 
into any customer who kicks, and the chances are the 
same man won’t kick more than once on the same article. 
He kicks, and gets satisfaction in the shape of a hot air 
letter, and feels that he has been treated O. K. 

One of the local catalogue houses has 90,000 bicy- 
cles on hand for 1901 trade, and are now shipping them 
at the rate of 400 a day, at $11.95, or some such price. 
They guarantee these wheels for a year, and if any rider 
claims a part is broken, they replace it. Bicycle parts 
are cheap, and as a nice hot air letter about their care- 
less shipping clerk goes with each replaced part, the 
average country bumpkin thinks he is being well 
treated. 

Now, let me ask you, in all frankness, what dealer 
could sell goods on this basis? He is too near the con- 
sumer to run one of these gaudy bluffs successfully. 
The man coming into the store to have a buggy replaced 
would meet another man coming in with a broken bi- 
cycleframe, and there would be trouble. Then the dealer 
being right there, his customers ain’t at all backward 
about coming forward and kicking. Then, too, if the 
dealer tried to work the hot air racket, he would get 
called. It’s funny, isn’t it, that people will swallow the 
rankest hot air racket about a change of inspectors 
or a careless shipping clerk when it is given them in a 
typewritten letter on a Chicago catalogue house letter- 
head, and will feel gratified at the attention, and will 
get mad if their local dealer tries the same kind of 
tactics? Put the catalogue house in Podunk instead 
of Chicago, and it would immediately issue a notice that 
it did not sell goods in Podunk county. 

If a hardware dealer should locate right across the 
street from Rears, Soebuck & Co. or Wontgomery Mard 
& Co., in Chicago, he would be perfectly safe from their 
competition, because they are wise, and know that dis- 
tance is a big element in the great roping-in game they 
play. The trouble with the local dealer is that he is 
too honest, and, besides, is too near the customer to suc- 
cessfully deal in hot air.”

There should be a co-operative unity or feeling be- 
tween both the manufacturer and dealer. The pros- 
perity that may come to the one should shed its luster 
over the other. Prosperity to the N. A. S. M. should 
find response in prosperity to the dealer, and vice versa. 

ANTE FEARS THE STOVE CONSOLIDATION BOGIE. 


In this age of trust formation, trust organization, 
consolidations, there will be a little curious feeling on 
the part of many to know what, if any, movements will 
be made in that direction at the Boston meeting. What- 
ever, if any, movement is made will only be known to 
the public after its consummation. The N. A. 8S. M. 
in its business workings is rather of a close corporation, 
as the general public is not admitted to the ground 
floor. This is perfectly proper, and largely accounts 
for holding together through all these years so many 
leading makers of stoves. 

A HIT AT CAMP FOLLOWERS. 


If permitted there will always be found at trade 
gatherings a lot of interlopers, intruders, not wholly ill- 
meaning or ill-designing, miere curiosity fellows, who 
have no real interest in the movement beyond some pos- 
sible selfish motive of personal gain. These camp fol- 
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lowers with a little trading scheme too often result in 
more injury to the gathering than success to it. 
DELEGATES ATTEND FOR SOBER WORK. 

Not a few dealers who were in attendance upon the 
late state gatherings of hardware dealers have com- 
mented, not wholly favorable, upon this feature of the 
sessions. The greater number of delegates go there for 
sober, earnest work; go there for the purpose of cool, 
deliberate conference, the analyzing of important ques- 
tions and devising means for their betterment. One, 
two or three years cannot always settle these things in 
the best possible form. Time will work these matters 
out. The stronger minds, always the dominating power, 
will pass judgment. 

ARE CONSIDERING BETTER ORGANIZATION. 

Judging from short talks and observation, the most 
aggressive retail hardware dealers are just now giving 
more marked attention to the question of better organi- 
zation, the more thorough upbuilding of the several state 
associations, than at any previous time. The jobber 
and manufacturers are also concerned because they see 
in the perfected work a possible better future for their 
own businesses. 


JOBBERS AND MANUFACTURERS WILL CO-OPERATE WITH 
DEALERS. 

When the retailer shall settle down to a thorough 
development of perfected work, which the riper minds 
of his numbers may devise, he will find most thorough 
cooperation on the part of jobbers and manufacturers. 
If there be a non-cooperating jobber or manufacturer 
it will be quite an easy matter for the state associa- 
tions to discipline him. There could today be not a lit- 
tle of this disciplinary work indulged in at a good profit 
to the retailer and no pecuniary loss to the manufac- 
turer. 

CITY AND COUNTRY DEALERS. 

I wonder that the country retailer, when he reads 
the city daily, never discovers goods of his own line, 
bought from the same parties he buys from, advertised 
and sold for a price at retail much less than his net 
cost price. 

City rents are much higher than country rents, 
selling expenses in cities are much greater than in the 
country. Then why can the city dealer sell these dupli- 
cate goods so much cheaper? Its the extra 10 per cent 
and 10 per cent and per cents gained in carload freights. 
Do you not suppose if the retailers were onto their jobs 
thoroughly, cooperating one with the other, they could 
not prevent this unloading of surplus stocks at possibly 
net costs of production and to their manifest injury? 

STATE ASSOCIATIONS WORK AT ILLEGAL COMPETITION. 

In every large city can be found certain goods that 
can be sold, often are sold and delivered to the smaller 
towns within a hundred miles of the city, for less cash 
than the country merchant pays for the same piece of 
goods; yet the country merchant closes his eyes to the 
fact and continues his patronage with the house, never 
for a moment thinking that by cooperating with his 
associate dealers a remedy could be found. How long 
will these things continue, and the several state asso- 
ciations wink at them with no positive steps to correct ? 
The dealer could, besides saws, see many other things.

The Toledo Stove Works are making still further 
additions to their stove plant at Toledo, O. They have 
recently completed a two-story building for their steel 
range department, 220x60 feet.

They have installed a new cupola, 
blower and engine, and are now installing a complete 
trolley system to extend through the different depart- 
ments of their works, one line will extend the entire 
length of their moulding room gangway, another line 
will extend along their private railway siding; other 
lines through both floors of their steel range depart- 
ment, and another system will be used from their iron 
and fuel sheds to carry the charges to the cupola. All 
these different systems will be connected by use of 
eight turn tables, and this will probably be the most 
complete trolley system in any stove plant: 


The Stoddard Mfg. Co., Dayton, O., sends us a lit- 
tle booklet describing their Triumph vapor stove. In 
this stove a gasolene conveyor holds the requisite quant- 
ity of gasolene to properly generate a burner. This 
conveyor is placed in a tube attached to the supply 
tank. To overcome chance for the gasolene escaping 
from leaking joints or from burners which are acci- 
dentally blown out or left open, an overflow tank is 
placed under the drip pan of the stove. Under each 
burner a drip cup is placed. A second pipe is placed 
under the regular supply pipe. This second pipe is 
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connected with the drip cups and leads to the over- 
flow tank. The blue flame lighter used on the Triumph 
is made of castings throughout. The burner head is 
so built up that after first lighting it receives the direct 
flame from a section of the burner cap, which insures 
positive and continuous generation. The castings at the 
top of each leg corner are made with two bolt openings, 
one being reversed to take the nut of stove rod, the other 
to receive the bolts which hold the main top in place. 
It is only necessary to take out four bolts to remove the 
top, when ready access is had to the burners. The 
panels are slotted in order that the pipes with burners 
may be dropped down through the top of the frame 
into proper position, and when in position, they are 
locked permanently by set screws in the plates. The 
burners, with all pipes, can be removed from the frame 
in short order. One of these catalogues will be for- 
warded the trade on application.

The 
line of goods shown include steel plate French ranges, 
broilers, carving and steam tables, pastry ovens, coffee 
and tea urns, complete cooking outfits, laundry and 
tailor stoves, water heaters, etc. In these ranges the 
range body is made of heavy cold rolled and smooth 
finished steel plate, double thick, with an interling of 
asbestos mill board. The asbestos lining diminishes 
radiation, preserves an even temperature, saves fuel and 
adds to the durability of the range. All joints are 
closely riveted and finished dust and gas tight. The 
oven sides and top are one piece of extra heavy sheet 
steel, flanged at front and back and firmly riveted to 
range body. The bottom plate is of Coon’s patent remov- 
able pattern, which is guaranteed to remain level. It is 
clamped in position and may be remeved in a few min- 
utes without injury to the range, if necessary. The 
drop door is made of steel with a malleable iron frame 
and has malleable braces to support it when open, form- 
ing a substantial shelf in front of oven. A counter- 
balance weight prevents the door from dropping with 
full force and closes it automatically. The doors of 
this firm’s Nos. 130 to 165 are not balanced. The ad- 
justable flue strip makes it possible to use any kind of 
fuel successfully. The top oven flues are protected on 
both sides with cast iron shields and the under flues 
have cased asbestos bottoms to keep the heat from floor. 
The fire box is of proper size and shape to furnish the 
necessary amount of heat without waste of fuel. Sec- 
tional linings of brick or cast iron are furnished, and 
grates of the most approved pattern for the kind of fuel 
to be used. Grates may be removed and replaced with- 
out disturbing the water back or linings. Sectional 
top plates are furnished with all sizes. They are made 
heavy and strong of good cast iron. Lids and centers 
are interchangeable. The warming closet is strictly 
original in its design. Born’s patent door rolls up and 
back inside the closet out of the way when not in use, 
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thus producing a double plate shelf. This door is 
made of planished iron handsomely paneled. The body 
and shelves of closet are steel plate with a framework 
of highly polished steel bands.

CLEVELAND FIRM CHANGES ITS LOCATION.

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AN EXHIBIT OF SAWS AT THE PAN-AMERICAN 
EXPOSITION. 





E. C. Atkins & Co., Indianapolis, Ind., are making 
a grand exhibit of saws at the Pan-American Exposi- 
tion. They are directly opposite the main entrance of 
the Machinery and Transportation Building. The space 
occupied is thirty-three feet long by thirteen feet wide, 
and the wall back of it is fifty-four feet long and fifty 
feet high, thus giving a splendid chance for the display 
of saws of all kinds. The wall is cased in oak and cov- 
ered with red velvet, upon which are mounted hand and 
small circular saws of all kinds arranged in artistic 
designs. 

A revolving cylinder fifteen feet high and nine feet 
in diameter occupies the middle of the floor space. On 
it are mounted many large solid and inserted tooth 
circular saws ranging from 88 inches in diameter down, 
the whole apparatus being turned slowly by an electric 
motor in the cellar. The space at one end of the ex- 
hibit is occupied by a large square pyramid, on which 
are mounted a complete line of hand, kitchen and 
butcher saws, corn cane and beet knives and hominy 
knives, etc. Also another square pyramid shows a 
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large number of planing machine knives of all descrip- 
tions. 

The other end of the space contains a show case in 
which are kept a full line of saw tools, and a rack hold- 
ing twelve cross cut saws, varying in length from four 
to nine feet. The balance of the space is used as an 
office, where will be found all the trade journals, writ- 
ing materials, etc., for the use of the friends and patrons 
of the company. 

One of the features of the exhibit is the railing, 
made of a fourteen inch double edge band saw mounted 
on oak posts. An arrangement of electric lights and a 
heavy carpet completes the installation, making an ex- 
ceedingly rich and attractive display. 

The credit is due Mr. Edward 8. Taylor for the 
design and erection of the exhibit. Mr. Taylor had 
charge of the company’s affairs at the Paris Exposition 
in 1900, and will remain at Buffalo during the entire 
period of the Pan-American Exposition, and will be 
very glad to welcome all visitors to the Atkins’ space.

The 
headline, “Austin Has Failed,” is certainly a sensa- 
tional one, but is apt to leave an erroneous impression 
to those glancing at it hastily. Some other equally 
striking heading with no possibility of boomerang effects 
would, in our opinion, be vastly preferable. These three 
circulars deserve study for their comprehensive mar- 
shalling of goods.

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KELSEY WARTII AIR GENERATOR. 








The Kelsey Furnace Co., Syracuse, N. Y., send us 
a very pretty and attractive catalogue describing their 
Kelsey warm air generator. This furnace has a base 
cast in one piece, forming the bottom of the ash pit and 
a substantial support for the outside galvanized iron 
casing. The ash pit is fitted to the base with a cup 
joint absolutely preventing the escape of dust into the 
warm air chamber. The sides of the ash pit are straight, 
allowing the use of an ash pan when desirable. The 
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grates provided with all this firm’s generators are the 
Smyth pattern, having four revolving bars, triangular 
in shape, presenting to the fire a new surface at each 
one-third revolution. Each bar is independent so that 
any one can be replaced without the expense of an entire 
new grate. The essential feature of this furnace is the 
fire cylinder and combustion chamber. A perfect cylin- 
der is formed by placing at the top of the ash pit im- 
mediately around the grate surface a number of hollow 
cast iron sections, nearly V-shaped. The part of the 
lower end of each of these upright, hollow sections 
against which the fuel rests when in combustion is four 
inches wide, twelve inches long and the thickness of this 
part of the section is 1144 inches. The sides of these 
sections are deeply corrugated, and in form widen at 
the top, thus exposing the greatest amount of heating 
surface possible directly over the fire. The backs of 
these hollow corrugated sections project one inch beyond 
the corrugated sides, so that, as they stand in position, the 
backs of the sections overlap each other, except for six 
inches at the top, where the space between the corru- 
gated sides of the sections is left open to provide escape 
from the combustion chamber. A heavy inside casing 
enwraps the castings of the generator above the ash pit, 
there being a 3-inch space between the backs of the hol- 
low corrugated sections and this inside casing, providing 
a draft chamber for the generator. The outside casing 
of the generator is made of heavy galvanized tin, lined 
with asbestos sheathing and tin. The long hollow sec- 
tions with corrugated sides which form the fire cylinder 
and the combustion chamber of this generator, and 
through which the fresh air conducted to them must 
pass, have each an inside measurement at the lower end 
of 36 square inches. The inside measurement at the 
upper end where the heated air is discharged is 46 square 
inches. The length of all sections except in the No. 14 
Generator is 36 inches. The thickness of all sections 
where they face the fire is 144 inches. The weight of 
each of the sections is about 70 pounds. Each of these 
long, hollow sections has eight square feet of heating 
surface, making it really a small, independent generator 
of itself.

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MUELLER TUBULAR STEEL PLATE RADIATOR 
FURNACE. 








The L. J. Mueller Furnace Co., 191 Reed St., Mil- 
waukee, Wis., are manufacturers of Mueller tubular 
steel plate radiator furnace, shown in the accompanying 
cut. The large gas dome, resting directly over the fire 
pot, is made in one solid piece of heavy cast iron. Large 
steel plate air flues run directly through the center of 
the double radiator without obstructing the draft. These 
flues are a distinctive feature in the construction of this 
furnace. Every square inch of the enormous heating 
surface contained in the large dome, double radiator and 
large air flues, is fire surface. The products of combus- 
tion, after being expelled from the fire pot, rise into 
the large high dome, where by reflection from the sur- 
face of the heated iron, they are raised to a still higher 
temperature ; being deflected downward, they thence pass

AUER SIDE WALL REGISTER. 


The accompanying cuts show the Auer side wall 
register, manufactured by the Auer Register Co., To- 
ledo, O., and handled in Illinois by the Wireton Heat- 
ing Co., 40 Dearborn St., Chicago. The deflector or 
valve being hinged at the top when wide open forms an 
angle of 45 degrees to the wall in which the register is 
placed, which directs the warm air out into the room 
away from the wall. By the vent plate below the warm 
air outlet the cold foul air is drawn from the room at 
the floor level around the warm air pipe in the parti- 
tion to a point in the attic where it can be connected to 
a vent flue. Fig. 1 illustrates the manner in which the 
Auer register can be utilized to heat two rooms on the 
In one room is placed the Auer register 
with collar on the box. On this collar is placed an ordi- 
nary stack head and the same connected with an ordi- 
nary side wall register placed above the base board in 
the adjoining room. By this method no division strip 
is necessary in the stack as the flow of air to both rooms 
is controlled by the valve or deflector in the Auer reg- 
ister. The full capacity of the stack can be utilized for

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A HOPE-MADE TINNER’S FIRE POT. 


To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 

I herewith enclose a drawing of my kerosene fire- 
pot, which may prove of interest to some of my brother 
workers. 

Referring to the drawing, A is a plate of perfora- 
ted tin admitting air to burners B B, the burners pass- 
ing up through the plate 7, on which rests the body 0. 
The body is 7 inches in diameter and 5 inches high and 
has two holes, K K, 1% inches in diameter and 114 
inches apart. The holes K K are closed by shields on 
the soldering irons, held against the body by spiral 
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springs between the shields and the handles, as shown 
in the separate drawing. On the threaded rod R, which 
runs perpendicularly through the center, rests the sol- 
dering iron support S, being high enough to prevent 
the flame from striking the copper. The heat reflector 
T T, on rod R, 2 inches above S, is fastened by taps 
above and below, the reflector coming within 34-inch of 
body all around. The body O is held to H by the rod R, 
attached to it and H. The pipe J is riveted to the cone 
J, which is 3x10 inches. EXCELSIOR.

’ RURAL MAIL BOXES. 


To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 
In reply to Mr. E. H. Schafer’s question in THE 


AMERICAN ARTISAN of April 27, in regard to rural mail 
boxes, I will state that the government board of inspec- 
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tion on rural mail boxes recently met, and lots of what 
I should call good boxes were not approved by them, and 
as I understand it they require that a box should be 
about 20 or 24 inches long and from 6 to 10 inches 
inside, with the door or cover arranged so that when it is 
opened that the whole inside of the box is in plain sight. 
The cover must be either the top or side; no end doors 
go. Of course, end doors could be sold, but the govern- 
ment will not approve of them, consequently you would 
find them hard to put on the market. The cover or door 
must be so arranged so as to be perfectly water tight. 
If the top is used for a cover a flange turned down 
about 34 inch will do it; if the side, let the top of the 
door project up under a-piece of iron about one inch 
wide. That you must put there for that purpose and 
give the sides a good lap over the ends. The govern- 
ment doesn’t care anything about the carrier’s con- 
venience in these boxes, but the main thing is to be per- 
fectly water tight and arranged so that when opened 
the whole inside is in plain sight, so that if money or 
stamps should be left in them that they will not be 
overlooked. We had two shops in this place making 
nothing else but mail boxes, one shop employing about 
six men, but they both had to quit because their boxes 
were not approved. I did not work for them, only to 
go into the city and buy their tools and help them start, 
but I hear that one shop will try and get up another 
box and go at it again. There was just fourteen boxes 
approved by the government.

Trade Report. 





STOVE BOLTS. 

Another change has been made in stove bolt prices 
under cover of May ist. The discount for these goods 
is now 7714 per cent flat. The 714 per cent extra dis- 
count formerly given for quantities has been taken off. 
This stiffening of prices, which is being duplicated in 
similar lines, will probably cause an advance in stove 
prices sooner or later. 





IRON AND STEEL. 

Pig iron continues quiet but firm. The American 
Pig Iron Storage Warrant Co. reports net stock in yard 
April 30, 11,400 tons. Demand for all kinds of finished 
material continues strong. Demand for scrap is not as 
urgent as it was. The available stock of old steel rails 
is said to be increasing. Holders, however, are not dis- 
posed to sell at present, not anticipating lower prices. 
A sale of about 250 tons tees at $17.50 gross ton deliv- 
ered to mill, is reported. There is very little stock of 
old iron rails offering, and, as prices are held above 
buyers’ figures, the market is dull. Wrought scrap 
is quiet, demand having fallen off to a considerable 
degree. 





STRUCTURAL MATERIAL. 

Building in country towns tributary to Chicago 
continues good, from which a steady flow of small orders 
comes. Aside from these and a few inquiries for bridge 
material emanating from Chicago, the market is quiet. 
Mill shipments are quoted as follows: Beams, 15 
inches and under, 1.75c; 18 inches and over, 1.85c; 
angles, 1.75c to 1.80c; plates, 1.75c; tees, 1.80c; zees, 
1.75c ; small lots from stores 14 to 14c higher. 





WIRE AND NAILS. 

The demand in these lines continues heavy, jobbers 
and manufacturers making urgent demands for ship- 
ments. Bale ties have been advanced 5 per cent, mak- 
ing the price 80 per cent and 10 per cent in lots of 
5,000 bundles. One manufacturer is advising all his 
customers to place orders for bale ties 60 days ahead of 
required delivery, as the demand for this material has 
been increasing deily. Prices are as follows: Carloads 
of wire nails to jobbers, $2.40, Chicago; to retailers, 
$2.50; plain wire, carloads, to jobbers, $2.35; to re- 
tailers, $2.45; painted barb wire, to jobbers, carloads, 
$2.70; to retailers, $2.80; galvanized barb wire, car- 
loads, to jobbers, $3 ; to retailers, $3.10. 





SHEETS. 

Owing to the active demand and the inability of 
manufacturers to make the desired deliveries, it is re- 
ported quite possible prices will be put up in the near 
future. There is no decrease in the number of orders, 
which for some time have exceeded the output of the 
mills. Prices are unchanged, as follows: No. 27 black 
is quoted at 3.40c to 3.50c, and galvanized is held at 
70, 5 and 2% per cent, Chicago. 


BILLETS. 

Most of the manufacturers have sold their output 
up to August, and all orders, with few exceptions, and 
these for small lots, are taken for delivery after that 
date. We quote Bessemer billets $26 to $27, Chicago. 





PLATES. 

Sales in moderate amounts have been closed, most 
of them for late delivery. Inquiries are numerous and a 
number of orders have been refused owing to inability 
to make desired shipments. Mill shipments, Chicago de- 
livery, are quoted as folows: Tank steel, 1.75c; flange 
steel, 1.90c to 2c; marine steel, 1.95c; firebox steel, or- 
dinary, 2c to 2.10c; firebox special, 2.25c and upwards. 





MERCHANT STEEL. 

Agricultural implement manufacturers continue to 
place contracts for their year’s needs, the tonnage closed 
this week being considerably larger than that of last 
week. Prices follow, mill shipments, Chicago delivery : 
Smooth finished tire steel, 1.90c to 2c; open hearth 
spring steel, 2.50c to 2.75c; toe calk, 2.40c to 2.60c; 
sleigh shoe, 1.85c to 1.90c; cutter shoe, 2.40c to 2.60c ; 
ordinary tool steel, 6c to 7c; specials, 13c and upwards. 
Cold rolled shafting, 55 per cent discount. 





Demand was fair and prices remained unchanged 
at 17%c per lb. for lake copper and 165¢c for electrolytic 
in wholesale quantities. 





TIN. 

Favorable statistics, a good consumptive demand 
and a firm market abroad put backbone into the tin mar- 
ket, and spot tin advanced 14 c to 261c per lb., while 
for May delivery 25.90c was asked. Arrivals at Atlantic 
ports during the month of April were large and de- 
liveries were the largest for the year; for the first four 
months of the year the deliveries have been only 300 
tons less than in the corresponding period of 1900.. Ship- 
ments from the Straits show an increase of 740 tons for 
the past month over last year, bringing the total in- 
crease for this year up to about 1,700 tons. Total de- 
liveries everywhere were heavy, reducing the visible sup- 
ply 1,934 tons, or 63 tons below that of the corre- 
sponding period last year. For the first time on record 
the visible supply of the United States is larger than 
that of London. 





LEAD. 

Lead was in fair demand at unchanged prices, 43¢c 
being quoted for desilverized in 50-ton lots. The market 
in St. Louis was quiet at 4.20c to 4.221% for soft Mis- 
souri. Soft Spanish lead advanced from £12 3s 9d to 
£12 5s in London, while soft English lead was quoted 
at £12 10s per ton. * Arrivals of lead at this port during 
April were 3,800 tons from Mexico, 240 tons from 
South America, 60 tons from England and 17 tons from 
Venezuela ; exports amounted to 6,732 tons.
